COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 5.—Detec- 
tive Robert M. Cline died early 
today of wounds suffered in a fight 
at a house here late yesterday be- 
tween police and four bank robbers.

Physicians gave him blood 
transfusions in a futile attempt to 
save his life. 

Two of the suspects were killed 
and four other persons wounded, 
including two detectives.

First reports by the police listed

“The two nations now. are in a 
state of war; but it is not interna- 
tional warfare,” Hirota said in an- 
swering a questioner, explaining 
“We especially do not claim rights 
as belligerents.” Hirota earlier this 
week had said that a “state of war 
existed between the two nations, al- 
though Japan has not formally de- 
clared war. , 

Asked what Japan was doing 
concerning relations with the Unit- 
ed States, Hirota replied: “It is most 
necessary for Japan to improve her 
relations with the United States, 
which is not a member of the 
League of Nations, but is contribut- 
ing much to the cause of world 
peace and is maintaining a ‘good 
neighbor policy.! 

He answered a question on Jap- 
anese steps to protect commercial 
interests abroad: “It is important, 
both from the military and finan- 
cial viewpoints, to promote overseas 
trade. Japan needs materials from 
abroad at present. Japan has been 
suffering inconvenience because of 
the exchange control ordinance. We 
shall do our best to obtain impor- 
tation of necessary materials.”

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RULING AGAINST BANK 
ON LOAN TO BREWERY 


Cass Depository Becomes Gen- 
eral Creditor of Schorr- 
Kolkschneider Co. 


The Cass Bank & Trust Co., 
which lent $63,000 to the Schorr- 
Kolkschneider Brewing Co., finds 
itself now in the position of a gen- 
eral creditor under a ruling yester- 
day by United States District Judge 
George H. Moore. The Court held 
a $100,000 note, secured by a mort- 
gage on the brewery, given to the: 
bank subsequent to the loan, was a 
fictitious increase of the brewery's 
indebtedness and so void. 

When the money was borrowed 
on May 15, 1935, before the brewery 
entered trusteeship, no $100,000 
note or deed of trust was in fact 
deposited with the bank, Judge 
Moore found. Absence of delivery 
to the bank was accounted for, he 
said, by taking a receipt from the 
bank, reciting that the note and 
deed were held by the brewery in 
trust for the bank. 

Stating that at the time of the 
transaction ‘it was not authorized 
by the brewery’s directors, Judge 
Moore said the $100,000 note and 
deed of trust were given to the 


by | bank following a special meeting of 


the brewery’s directors on May 28, 
1935. 

An officer of the bank had testi- 
fied that the $100,000 note was ex- 
ecuted to give leeway to the brew- 
ery for further credit at the bank. 
The original loan of $75,000 had 
been reduced to $63,000. 

Then last Dec. 13 the brewery 
filed its petition for reorganization 
under the bankruptcy act and later 
the trustee obtained court author- 
ity to sell $60,000 in trustee’s cer- 
tificates. He found he was unable 
to do so, however, because of the 
priority of the mortgage given the 
bank. So he asked for an order 
making the certificates a prior lien 
and ‘the bank filed an intervening 
petition, asserting the mortgage. 

Judge Moore’s order yesterday 
dismissed the intervening petition.

RUSSIANS ON FLOE RUN 
INTO COLDER WEATHER 


Danger of Breaking of Ice 
Temporarily Averted — 
Temperature Is 11. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Feb. 5.—Colder weath- 
er today enabled members of the 
Soviet polar party to resume their 
scientific work on their drifting ice 
floe while awaiting the arrival of 
rescue ships.. 

Fog in the Arctic Ocean east of 
Greenland delayed rescue ships but 
danger of the ite floe’s disintegrat- 
ing further was temporarily avert- 
ed by a drop in temperature to 
11 degrees above zero, Fahrenheit. 
A radio report said it was snowing. 

The floe on which the party has 
drifted about 1100 miles from the 
North Pole has virtually ceased its 
southward movement, according to 
Ivan Papanin, in charge of the 
party. The floe is about 100 miles 
east of Greenland. The section 
of the vast disrupted ice field on 
which the camp is situated is: now 
reduced to the small dimensions of 
about 100 by 160 feet. 

The steamer Nurmanets, one of 
the rescue vessels, reported it was 
sailing westward in open water 
about 45 miles east of Jan Mayen 
Island, which is 250 miles southeast 
of the floe.

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State Capitol was chosen out of some 70 entries in 
an open competition. It fits in with the plan to 
ignore him as long as possible and then to offer him 
a pittance for his services, in the obvious hope that 
he would decline to serve. 

Last summer, the Stark administration got itself 
into a mess by permitting the private sale of $3,000,- 
000 worth of State bonds for some $50,000 less than 
the figure to which the State was entitled. It was 
a long and bitter fight which the Board of Fund 
Commissioners put up, but in the end they yielded 
and the people of Missouri won. The private sale 
was revoked and the bonds were sold publicly in ac- 
cordance with the promise which Gov. Stark had 
made in the beginning. 

The Board of Permanent Seat of Government— 
consisting of Gov. Stark, Secretary of State Brown, 
Attorney-General McKittrick, State Treasurer Winn 
and State Auditor Smith, most of whom are also 
members of the. Board of Fund Commissioners— 
seems determined to maneuver itself into the same 
sort of jam on the office building site. Fortunately, 
there is ample ‘time to avert the blunder. The con- 
tract has not been let. The bids have not even been 
received. All the board needs to do is to return to 
its original position, namely, that “the new building 
should be properly related to the Capitol group plan.” 

Once it does that, the board will abandon the illogi- 
cal site chosen, and, leaving this site free for future 
parkway development, will adapt the office building 
designed to the commodious site which the State now 
owns north of the Highway Building. In doing so, 
the State can provide a building which may be en- 
larged as future needs require—an eventuality not 
provided for by the building shaped to the inadequate 
site now approved. * 

The immediate stake in the bond fight was some 
$50,000. The stake in the office building fight is not 
only the way in which upward of $1,000,000 of State 
funds is to be spent. It includes as well the whole 
future of the development of the State Capitol 

grounds. 

Can it be that the members of the Board of Per- 
manent Seat of Government who are also members 
of the Board of Fund Commissioners are smarting 
under their defeat on the bond deal and so have 
made up their minds to hold out, regardless of pub- 
lic opinion?

We are convinced that Gov. Stark is anxious to 
serve the people of his State wisely and well. He has 
some fine achievements to his credit. The matter 
of the office building gives him a notable opportunity 
to add to the list. 
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THE STATUS OF JUSTICE CARDOZO. 

Justice Cardozo’s illness has kept him from the 
Supreme Court for some two months now, and it is 
said in Washington that he has indicated to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt a wish to resign in order that his 
seat may be filled by an active man. The same 
report also has ft that the President has asked the 
Judge to withhold his decision until his recovery. 

By way of extending our recent remarks on Jus- 
tice Cardozo’s distinguished service, we think it 
should be said that the great body of loyal admirers 
of the scholarly Justice will want him to retain 
his commission through any reasonable period of 
illness. They would regard his resignation now, aft- 
er this relatively short absence, as premature. 

During the century and a half of the Supreme 
Court, many Justices have been absent for much 
longer periods. Justice McKinley was away the 
whole of the 1840 and 1848 terms and was virtually 
inactive during the 1846 and 1847 terms. Justices 
Grier, Hunt and Clifford, to name only three others, 
all went through periods of disability. The list could 
be extended to include more recent members. 

The country, we believe, would rather see the court 
continue to operate temporarily with one member 
missing than risk*an unnecessary loss of Justice 
Cardozo’s services. That would be, no doubt, the 
collective judgment of Justice Cardozo’s associates 
were their opinion known. '

MORE PIRACY IN THE MEDITERRANEAN. 

Piracy in the Mediterranean, virtually dormant 
since the vigorous steps taken against it by the 
‘Nyon Conference early last fall, has become active 
again. England and France mobilized an impressive 
fleet of 70 warcraft after a submarine sank the 
British freighter Endymion, with a loss of 10 lives, 
early in the week. This, however, did not deter 
the attackers. Another British freighter, the Al- 
cira, was bombed and sunk by two airplanes yes- 
terday; its personnel of 26 men managed to escape 
with their lives. | 

These attacks are flagrant violations of inter- 
national law, whether perpetrated by Gen. Franco 
or by his Fascist allies. Since England has not rec- 
ognized Franco as a belligerent, his avowed blockade 
of loyalist ports has no standing, according to the 
usage of nations. Neutral vessels are still entitled 
to come and go, and the attacks upon them are no 
more than brigandage. 

The firm attitude of the British, as expressed in 
orders to their patrol vessels to attack any pirate 
submarine that resists capture, may indicate at last 
a determined stand against the assaults upon neutral 
shipping. Not only the legal rights of the Barce- 
lona Government, but those of neutral seafarers 
as well, demand that the pirates of the Mediterran- 
ean be put down. 

THE “LITTLE BUSINESS” CIRCUS. 

The “little business men” have had their day in 

Washington, and not since some of the turbulent code 


dodge dead cats has the capital seen so exciting a 
circus. But after they had yelled themselves hoarse, 
and thrown out the more flagrant disturbers, and 
exhausted several chairmen, the 700 delegates stopped 
seething long enough to draw up some recommenda- 
tions for the President. There were 23 of these, 
some soundly constructive, some pure star-gazing, 
some mere trivia. 

Plenty of recommendations are coming to the 
White House these days, better and worse than these, 
so the question arises, What did this conference 
achieve? The members might have drawn up these 
same resolutions through their trade associations, or 
sent them individually, with probably equal effec- 
tiveness. True, the meeting put little business on 
every front page, but the more thoughtful members 
of the group must have been pained by the clamor 
that brought it into the spotlight. Did little business 
think it needed to do some lobbying? ‘Then it must 
be getting skeptical over the frequent administration 
declarations that it is the salt of the earth. 

Speaking of Gen. Johnson, his guess about the 
meeting was also one of its diverting aspects. “It 
is easy to suspect,” he wrote a few days ago, “that 
we are about to witness a handpicked—not to say 
packed performance,“ with “Uncle Danny” Roper 
as ringmaster. The Secretary of Commerce is “an 
artistic chooser,” Gen. Johnson said, and “he can also 
be relied upon to guide the group when it gets to- 
gether.” After what happened, the General must be 
a mightily astonished man, and perhaps Uncle Danny 
as well.

HEN Lewis Carroll wrote “Alice in bad! The hired man forgot one day and 
Wonderland,” he penned not merely a _gave that little piggy a few wisps of alfalfa 
tale for the amusement of children but out of the wrong corner of the barn loft, 
also what many regard as a profound satire 
on his times. Similarly, it now begins to 
appear that the author of the familiar nurs- 
ery rhyme about five little pigs, some of 
whom went to market and some of whom

“This little pig had roast beef—" Well, 
let us say turnip greens instead. No, 
naughty piggy, you shall not go to market! 
Don’t you remember when you strayed last 


with remarkable prescience of farm legisla- 
tion in twentieth-century America and, spe- 
cifically, the Boileau amendment to the farm 
bill, 

This amendment provides that acres di- 
verted from the production of cotton, corn, 
wheat, tobacco or rice shall not be used for 
the production of any other agricultural 
commodities to be sold on the market. 

Such land—if used at all—must be set 
apart for the production only of items to be 
used on the farm by the farmer’s family, his 
hired help or his work stock. This was the 
dairy states’ idea of a way to protect their 
farmers from increased competition by the 
use of diverted acreage for pasture or forage. 

Supposing a farmer has retired from cul- 
tivation a former cotton or corn field in 
order to collect soil conservation benefits on 
it, he would be forbidden to sell, trade or 
even give away any of the products of that 
patch, and he must not sell, trade or give 
away any poultry or livestock that has 
ranged on the forbidden ground or been fed 
with grain or roughage from it. 5 

If a cow breaks through into that field, it 
is as if her milk were tainted; it must not 
be sold to the creamery. If a chicken flies 
over the fence into that field and picks up a 
few grains of barley, neither that hen nor 
her eggs can be given to the neighborhood 
parson for his dinner. When one sheep of 
the farmer’s flock finds its way under the 
fence, you will just say good-by to the year’s 
wool crop-—-if you kndw sheep. And as for 
pigs, let us return to the nursery rhyme: 

“This little pig went to market“ One of 
the litter successfully avoided all the pit- 
falls of the Boileau amendment and was 
actually received into the slaughter pens for 
its good behavior. 

“This little pig stayed home“ “ Ah, too 


planted explicitly for the kitchen? 
“This little pig had mone—” So perhaps 
there is one more shoat among the five 
that can be sold or traded for a cream sepa- 
rator. 

“This little pig cried Wee, wee! all the 
way home.” Ah, now there is the most 
touching story of all. For this little pig in 
good faith went to market, thinking he had 
minded all the Don'ts“ and would make 
really acceptable pork chops, But at the 
gate, a steely-eyed inspector looked at him 
sharply—oh, yes, there must be inspectors, 
in fact, many, many inspectors. 

The inspector looked him over closely and 
said, in that grim, tight-lipped way: “Aren’t 
you the little pig I saw rooting up acorns 
on the edge of the field that wasn't planted 
to cotton this year?” So, there you have 
it; that is the true story of why the fifth 
little pig went home crying and  heart- 
broken. ’ 

It also gives an intimation of how some 
thousands of conscientious farmers will tear 
their hair and perhaps rend buttons off 
their work jeans trying to keep farm ani- 
mals from disqualifying themselves for the 
market and to keep the fodder for the work 
stock from becoming mixed with that for 
the milk cows, if the Boileau amendment 
remains in the farm bill. 

Fantastic? Tes. But this is just an ex- 

. ample of how attempted farm legislation can 
complicate itself when it gets started. And 
can nothing be done about it? Possibly not 
at this session, but the conference commit- 
tee is studying the possibilities of a tech- 
nicality that arises from the fact that the 
amendment was attached to different sec- 
tions of the bill in the two houses, This 
may ter an opportunty for reconsideration.

RUSSIA PROTESTS 10 ITALY 
AGAINST SEIZURE OF FUNDS 


Charges Action to Satisfy Claim of 
Warship Builders Violates Trade 
Agreement. 

MOSCOW, Feb. 5-—The Soviet 
Government sent a protest to Rome 
today against seizure of Russian 
funds in a Milan branch of. the 
Bank of Italy to satisfy the claim 
of Italian builders of a Russian war- 
ship. The Embassy in Rome was 
ordered to protest a Milan 
court decision under which the 
funds were seized Jan. 20. Russia 
contends the seizure was a viola- 
tion of the Soviet-Italian trade 
agreement. 

The funds were confiscated to 
satisfy a claim of the Ansaldo ship- 
building firm. - The Soviet Govern- 
ment argued that there was no 
ground for the claim, reported based 
on construction of the 3000-ton de- 
stroyer Tashkent at Leghorn for 
the Soviet navy, involving about 
$1,300,000.
